TIPS FOR TRAINERS 


Quick way to check 
doubtful injuries 


— By D. Jackson, National Athletic Trainers Ass. USA — 


You must realise that the field emergency is the toughest decision 
you will be asked to make. 


You have pressure com- 
ing at you from all sides, 
such as the referee want- 
ing you to move the player 
over the line, the players 
around you, and _ the 
anxious officials pacing 
the touch line, 


What you have to do is 
keep ice cool and take 
charge — and still, you do 
not know what has hap- 
pened to your player. 

When I run out onto 
the field I am thinking of 
several things, such as to 
what extent is the injury, 
is it minor or major? 

Can I keep the player 
on the field, or will this 
decision aggravate the 
injury? 

Will any taping or pad- 
ding be necessary? 

I would like to list a 
few of the things I look 
for when called onto the 
field: 

1. The area of injury. 

2. The amount of pain. 


3. Any swelling or 
laceration, or excessive 
bleeding. 


4. Deformity or  dis- 
location. 
5. Range of motion. 


6. Head or spinal in- 
juries. 

7. Condition of player’s 
eyes. 


8. Any breathing trouble. 

9. Testicular injury. 

10. If player is conscious 
or not. 

11. If unconscious, look 
for swallowed tongue. 

Remember there is only 
one rule you need to follow, 
and this is it: 

WHEN IN DOUBT — 
TAKE HIM OUT. 

You will probably find 
that 96 per cent of injuries 
will turn out to be super- 
ficial. 

The other 4 per cent. 
could be serious. 

Do not gamble with 
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. REPLACEMENTS
